6. The Committee will submit its report within a period 
one year, 

7. The Committee will devise its own procedure. It may 
all for such information and take such evidence m it may con¬ 


sider necessary. All Major Port Trusts and the Ministries/ 
Departments of the Government of India and State Govern* 
meats will furnish such information and render such assis¬ 
tance as tnay be required by the Committee. 

8. The expenditure on account of TA/DA etc, in con¬ 
nection with the journeys of the non-official members will be 
borne by the Government of India in the Ministry of Shipping 
and Transport. The expenditure on this account in respect 
of official members will be borne by the respective organisations 
in which they are working.
